In Galicia the Russians are pushing 
steadily on to their goal, which for 
the moment is Prseniysl. 
They ap­ 
parently have that place nearly sur­ 
rounded, for, following the capture of 
Jaroslan, they announce the occupa­ 
tion of Wislok, a town on the Hun­ 
garian border southwest of Przemysl, 
and an important station on the rail­ 
way which runs from Sanok through 
one of the passes of the Carpathians 
to Ze-mplyn and thence to Budapest. 


A nother Link in the Chain. 


Wislok probably was taken by that 
part of the Russian army which ad­ 
vanced from Lemberg by the southern 
route to cut off the retreat of the Aus­ 
trian army through the Carpathians 
to Hungary. 
It is also another link 
in the chain which tile Russians are 
drawing 
around 
the 
fortresses

Przemysl and Cracow. 
On the Ger­ 
man frontier the Russians are in close 
touch with the German forces, accord­ 
ing to their report, but no lighting 
has occurred.

The flight of the aeroplanes shows, 
so far as distance is concerned, that 
for some time the British flying men 
have been put to the test. 
They have 
made flights from Montrose, Scotland, 
to Salisbury, which is about the same 
distance as the round trip between 
Antwerp and the Rhine fortresses. 
it has not been possible as yet to 
make up the rolls of the losses oe- 
vasioned by the sinking of tile Brit­ 
ish cruisers Aboukir, Hogue and Crea­ 
sy by German submarines, but. thus 
far, out of 2,200 officers and men on 
the ships. 1,067 have been accounted 
for and it is hoped that trawlers and 
other vessel* will hring in more sur­ 
vivors.

A Move to Preserve the Remains of tho 
City of Tianahuaco. 
The Bolivian government bas recent­ 
ly enacted a law which forbids the 
carrying off or willful destruction of 
that portion of the ruins of the a n ­ 
cient city of Tianahuaco which vandal 
hands have left intact. 
Here once 
stood a large and populous city, but it 
has lain in ruins so long th a t even the 
legendary lore of the incas, who truced 
an unbroken line of kings back to the 
eleventh century, is dumb concerning 
the people who built IL It lies not far 
from the southern end of Lake Titi- 
caca, its ruins covering an area of 
about a square mile. 
The ruins themselves include the 
remnants of temples, palaces and other 
great structures. 
The ruins are locat­ 
ed 13,000 feet above the level of the 
sea on a vast plateau where tile con­ 
stant cold prevents the maturing of 
corn or other grain. 
At present po­ 
tatoes, oca and other edible roots are 
grown, but the region sustains only a 
scanty mountain population. 
The city once covered a large area. 
The great structures were built bu­ 
skined masons. One stone is thirty six 
feet long by seven feet wide and 
weighs 170 tons; another is twenty-six 
feet by sixteen and six feet thick. 
Only the monoliths of ancient Egypt 
equal those found in Tianahuaco. 
The 
movement and placing of such mono­ 
liths point to a dense population, to an 
organized government and consequent 
ly to a large agricultural area with 
means of transportation from various 
directions.

Attractive Recipes Include Sweet Po­ 
tato Puddings and Pies and 
Other Dishes 


Sweet Potato Pudding 
Butter a baking dish and place in 
It one pint of grated raw sweet po­ 
tato. 
Cream together one-half cup 
of butter and two cups of sugar, and 
when light add two well beaten eggs 
and two cups of milk. 
Pour the mix­ 
ture over the raw potatoes and add 
a little lime of lemon juice if a tart 
flavor is desired. 
Bake in a hot oven 
and while the pudding Is cooking, 
stir occasionally to keep the sweet 
potato well mixed with the custard. 
It can also be ba/;ed in individual 
ramekins or custard cups. 


Glazed Sweet Potatoes 
Slice cold boiled sweet potatoes 
lengthwise, place in a buttered pan 
and bake in a hot oven, basting fre­ 
quently with a syrup made by boiling 
one-half cup sugar with four table­ 
spoonsful of butter. 
When the pota­ 
toes are glossy and golden, dish., and 
serve while hot. 


Escalloped Sweet Potatoes 
Peel cold bolled sweet potatoes and 
slice crosswise. 
To each layer of po­ 
tatoes add a layer of bread or crack­ 
er crumbs, bits of butter and a 
sprinkling of brown sugar, 
rover 
the top thickly with buttered crumbs 
and just before the dish goes into 
the oven add enough milk to moist­ 
en the mixture. 
A dash of cooking 
sherry can he added if desired. 


Sweet Potato Pie (Meringue) 
Peel, wash and boll sweet potatoes. 
While hot rub through a sieve and to 
each pint of pulp add one quart of 
nil.it, one tablespoonful of melted but­ 
ter, one cup of sugar, three eggs and 
a pinch of salt. 
Flavor with nut­ 
meg, brandy or lemon, preferably 
brandy. 
Line deep pie pans with 
rich paste, fill with the mixture and 
bake. 
Use the whites of the eggs for 
the meringue allowing one table 
spoonful of sugar to each. 
If care is 
taken that the pies dm not cool sud 
den Iv, the meringue will stay Ugh 
and fluffy; otherwise it is apt to fall 
and look leathery, 
lf meringue 
uot lik**d. a good cane or maple syrup 
is sometimes poured scantly over th 
pie and this in turn is covered with 
heaped up whipped cream.

Serving Tea 
Kansas City Star: The custom of 
serving tea in the afternoon has long 
since found wide favor in this coun­ 
try, but it is not yet as usual as in 
England, where it is habitual with 
all classes. 
In families where 5 
o’cloork tea is not a part of the house­ 
hold routine, the preparations made 
for it are apt to be too elaborate. 
If 'ea is served every day, the house­ 
keeper has simple sandwiches, easily 
made cakes or some variety of bis­ 
cuit on hand, and two or three peo­ 
ple dropping in in tho afternoon will 
make no difference in the arrange­ 
ment. 
If, however, the hostess is unaccus­ 
tomed to serving tea daily, she is all 
too apt to feel that she must offer 
elaborate refreshments at such times 
as she does serve it. 
The tray may hold the choice of 
lemon, cream or rub; but the refresh­ 
ments should be the simplest. 
Cakes, 
lf they are served at all, should be 
simple and wholesome, 
Rich pastry 
is out of place except at a large tea or 
reception. 
Plain cup cakes, rusk or 
broche are the best to serve. 
Fancy 
wafers, raisin bread or ginger bread 
may be used. 
On cool afternoons hot buttered 
soda biscuits, muiilns or scones are 
delicious, but these 
require more 
trouble. 
Nothing,, however, is more 
satisfactory than thin, daintily ar 
ranged sandwiches— and 
of 
these 
many people prefer the plain bread 
aud butter served at tea time, as 
they are less apt to destroy the ape- 
tite for dinner. 
The bread should be cut very thin 
aud unsalted butter should be used. 
If clover, roses or nasturtiums are 
shut up in a crock with the butter, 
the flavor of the flower will be absorb­ 
ed into the butter, and this gives a 
delicate and delightful taste to the 
sandwiches. 
Stamp the thin sandwiches into cir­ 
cles with a biscuit cutter or cut into 
strips or triangles.

BOLIVIA'S ANCIENT 
RUINS. 
Looking Forw ard. 


A Move to Preserve the R em ains of the 


C ity of T ianahuaco. 
The Bolivian government has recent­ 
ly enacted a law which forbids the 
carrying oft of willful destruction of 
that portion of the ruins of the an­ 
cient city of Tianahuaco which vandal 
hands have left intact. 
Here once 
stood a large aud populous city, bnt It 
bus lain in ruins so long that even the 
legendary lore of the Incas, who traced 
nu unbroken line of kings back to the 
eleventh century. Is dumb concerning 
the people who built IL It lies not far 
from the southern end of Luke Titi- 
caea, its ruins covering an area of 
about a square mile. 
The ruins themselves include the 
remnants of temples, palaces and other 
great structures. 
The ruins are locat 
ed 13,000 feet above the level of the 
sea on a vast plateau where tile con 
staut cold prevents tile maturing of 
corn or other grain. 
At present po 
tatoos, oca and other edible roots are 
grown, but the region sustains only 
scanty mountain population. 
The city once covered a large area 
The great structures were built by 
skilled masons. One stone Is thirty six 
feet long by seven feet wide and 
weighs 170 tons; another is twenty-six 
feet by sixteen and six feet thick 
Only the monoliths of ancient Egypt 
equal those found in Tianahuaco. The 
movement and placing of such mono­ 
liths point to a dense population, to an 
organized government and consequent­ 
ly to a large agricultural arca with 
means of transportation from various 
directions.

Taper/.er. who had been visiting ret 
alives in Hungary, started to come 
out. alone.

Budapest lie met ii family whose fa­ 
ther, now dead, had been a natural­ 
ized American citizen. 
Ile took the 
Hungarian motlier and lier children 
nuder his care. On Ilia arrival iii l o n ­ 
don the boy drew a draft on ids father 
I in Philadelphia, which was promptly 
honored by the relief committee. 
He 
then acted as interpreter for the wid­ 
ow white she told her story and se­ 
cured aid from tin* committee, after 
which lie attended to the securing of 
steamship passage for his charges. 


Feat of Lone Swordsman. 


George Andre, France's foremost all 
around athlete, 
bas been decora ted 
with tin* military medal aud promoted 
to be a sergeant, according to the Offi­ 
cial Gazette, for a great feat of gal­ 
lantry. 
Andre, who holds the hundred mo­ 
tets world's record, while lighting in 
D urable with a company was sur­ 
rounded by a large German detach­ 
ment.

Twenty Against 200. 


La Liberie of Paris relates an inci­ 
dent on tin* battlefield at ( ’ompiegne 
Iii which a French lieutenant and nine­ 
teen cuirassiers attacked 200 dragoons 
of the German imperial guard and 
dashed right through them. They con­ 
tinued the tight in the streets of Remy 
and finally reached Fails after a Se­ 
rb s of In lr breath escapes. 
Three of 
the nineteen were killed, and five were 
made prisoners. 
The others passed 
through the German lines in disguise. 
The party had dismounted at a farm 
outside Remy at IO o'clock at night 
when they were cut off by a squadron 
of the imperial guard. 
The lieutenant 
consulted his men, and all agreed to 
try to break through tile enemy. 
The 
guard gave way before their impetu­ 
ous cries, and the tight was continued 
in the streets of Remy, where thirty 
of the enemy were slain. 


Escaped In Disguise.

One entered a house and con­ 
cealed himself behind a pile of wood.

In all cases tho fugitives put on 
civilian clothes and remained hhldeu 
for two days while tile Germans kept 
searching for them.

was found in a marsh with two ribs 
broken and bis shoulder out of joint 
lie was taken into a factory and was 
dressed as ait overseer, and eventually, 
with the help of safe conduct, tile 
whole eleven passed through the ene­ 
my's line aud gut to Paris. 
Iii a trench outside the village of 
V; 1111«* ii i I Ie I laudouin four dead Ger­ 
man soldiers were found sitting with 
playing cards in their hands. 
A shell burst over them and killed 
all during a game of pinochle. 


"Snowstorm of Shells." 


“ It was a snowstorm of shells,” one 
soldier said of a recent engagem ent 
"W e went forward, however. 
A shell 
fell a few paces from mo aud threw 
up a great column of earth, which 
covered me, gettii.g into my eyes and 
mouth. 
Then we came under the m a­ 
chine gun fire. 
This was really terri­ 
ble. 
We seemed to be in a furnace. 
The bullets screamed by and rnndo 
fearful ravages. The dead and wound- 


Bravery Under Fire. 
In the orders of the duy made public 
at Bordeaux numerous eases of bravery 
are cited. 
Private Philips of the Second bat­ 
talion of riflemen during the battle ran 
out under fire to his captain, who was 
mortally wounded, and brought him In. 
Private Philips went eight times to the 
tiring line under violent shelling to give 
water to the Mounded, and he also as 
sis tell Ids com mandant to rally riflemen 
dispersed by the enemy’s tire.

The following day he ascertained that 
the nurse was uone other than the 
grand duchess Olga Aiexandrovan, the 
czar's sister. 
It is reported from Kiev that Prin­ 
cess Helena Georgievna, duchess of 
Meuchteuburg, and Princess Marina 
Petrovna have entered the hospitals at 
Pokrovsky convent at Kiev and start 
isl work among the wounded. 


Tried to Eat Boots. 
Scores of wounded Germans arc ar­ 
riving at Dieppe from Senlis. 
Mauy 
of them were u week In the Held with­ 
out food. 
One poor fellow said they 
had eaten grass and even attem pted to 
eat their straps and boots. 
They had 
no emergency rations and were nearly 
mad with thirst. 
Oddities In the War News. 
The Austrians report that Russians 
have done great execution with ma­ 
chine guns mounted in trees, which is 
a novelty in the style of mounting 
guns. 
Two Americans arrived at Ostend 
battered anil haggard, but wherever 
they met Germans the waving of the 
big American passport secured them 
politeness, they declared. 
At SPottegebem they came upon some 
German officers in a wayside tavern. 
A lieutenant called for a song iii Eng­ 
lish. 
One of the Americans obliged 
with "You Made Me Love You. 
I 
Didn’t W ant to L>o It.” 
The lieutenant then said, “ lf you 
come from Brussels you m ust be hun 
gry." 
The officer disappeared anil return­ 
ed with arms laden with ten pounds 
of butter and a hundred eggs. 
The United States diplomatic service, 
now a sort of handy man for all na­ 
tions in Europe, lias been asked bv a 
circus agency to find "Teddy Bobs," 
a Briton, in Germany, 
lf the fact he 
Is eight feet tail and lame iii the left 
leg docs not aid in finding him, it is 
expected bis appetite will. for he Is 
oue of the most prodigious eaters in 
Europe, and if not found will aid his 
country by reducing Germany’s food 
supply. 
Germans Sob; French Stoics. 
There is one marked difference, whol­ 
ly psychological, between the German 
ami the French wounded, who are con­ 
stantly arriving at Bordeaux, writes a 
correspondent. 
Physically there Is little difference 
between tin* German wounded soldier 
being carried 
by and his wounded 
French antagonist in a nearby cot—the 
bullet or shrapnel bas torn the Ger­ 
man’s flesh no more cruelly than It has 
torn the Frenchman. 
But almost all the German prisoners 
are suffering extremely from nervous 
exhaustion. 
Therefore 
the

opinion of the outlamler of the charac­ 
teristics of the tw o is w holly reversed. 
The 
French 
wounded, 
instead 
of 
showing signs of nervous excitement. 
are comparatively calm, whereas the 
wounded among tile Germans, despite 
their reputed stoicism, spend the great­ 
er part of their waking hours sobbing 
piteously.
